French Soldiers’ New Helmet. 


M. Detaille has reported to the 
French War Office on the new 
“casque” for the infantry, He has re- 
verted to a modification of the 15th 
century helmet, known as the “Bour- 
guignotte.” If the new equipment is 
adopted the French infantryman will 
wear in war a helmet of steel with 
a ridge of bronze over the round of 
the head, The front and back will 
be identical, so that it can be worn 
At each side is a head 
of a lion in bronze to fix the enas of 
the chin strap, and on the left side a 
tricolor cockade is used as an orna- 
ment.

TERMINAL ELEVATOR TO BE 
ACQUIRED BY GOVERNMENT 


Appropriations Will be Made to Carry Out a Policy of 
Government Owned Elevators at Fort William--- 
May Extend Policy to Other Points 


Ottawa, 
Foster, 


merce, made the definite announce- 
ment in the House that there would 
be a sum in the appropriations to 
carry out a policy of government own- 
ed elevators at Fort William. Just 
what the amount would be he could 
not at present state. 
that at present it was not the inten- 
tion to extend the principle beyond 
the head of the lakes, although the 
day might come when elevators may 
be built or required at Prince Rupert, 
Vancouver, Hudson Bay and other 
ports. 

It i8 also understood that the gov- 
ernment will establish a sample mar- 
ket with mixing privileges and grad- 
ing at Winnipeg along the lines of the 
one in Minneapolis. A study has been 
made by the government of the Min- 
neapolis plan, and it has no commend- 
ed itself to the ministers that there is 
every probability of the adoption of 
a similar plan for Winnipeg. 

Hon. Mr. Foster said in answer to 
questions as to his policy on the ques- 
tion: 

“The government intends to ask 
parliament for a grant of money to 
acquire government owned elevators 
at the present session, I am not now 
prepared to say what the amount will 
be, but it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to make an appropriation this 
year to carry out the purpose of this 
act. It is not proposed to construct, 
lease, or operate elevators at any 
other place than at Fort William. The 
time may come when this may be ex- 
tended to Prince Rupert, Vancouver, 
Hudson Ray and other ports, but I do 
not want it to be understood that the 
government proposes to take in charge 
the building of all elevators at all 
ports. Some must be left to private 
and corporate enterprise in the fu- 
ture.” 

Just before the Hause rose Hon. 
Dr. Pugsley asked for a statement of 
government policy as to terminal ele- 
vators. Hon. Mr, Oliver asked con- 
cerning the question of government 
ownership of terminal elevators. Did 
the minister propose to make a state- 
ment upon it? “I will discuss that 
later,” said Mr. Foster. 

Hon. Dr. Pugsley objected and said 
that it should be dealt with now. 
There was urgent need of elevator ac- 
commodation at St. John. Last year 
the business of that port was $25,000,- 
000, while up to the present time this

INDIANS MUST CEASE RAMBLES 


Hereafter Those in Prairie Provinces 
Must Stay on Reserves 


Medicine Hat, Alta—All the Indians 
around Medicine Hat, some seventy 
In number, are ordered to go to the 
reserve this spring. This order was 
issued by the Government and the 
Inspector of Indian Agencies will be 
In the city in a few days notifying the 
Indians. 

The action is taken on account of 
the fact that the country is now be- 
coming thickly populated and it has 
been decided that the roving of the 
{indians on the prairie in future must 
end. 

It is considered that the change will 
be greatly beneficial. The Indians 
live practically from hand to .mouth. 
They deal in horses and some of them 
work, but on the whole it has proved 
2% poor means of sustenance, 

They own no land and camp most 
of the time along the river, that is, 
whenever they are not roving over 
the prairie. When the mspector noti- 
fied the Indians he told them they 
had the option of golng to any of the 
Western Reserves that they wished, 
where a piece of land would be pro- 
vided for them to work.

Statement of More Cordial Relations 
With Great Britain Deprecated 


Berlin, Germany.—Hopes for the 
establishment of more amicable rela- 
tions between Germany and Great Bri- 
tain, based on the recent visit to Ber- 
lin of Viscount Haldane, the British 
Secretary of War, have not been per- 
mitted to reach too great a height.

Not Enough Boats to Take All Who 
Want to Leave England 


London, England.—"“All second 
class and steerage booked up to the 
end of April” is already the story told 
by almost all the best known steam 
ship companies, and in some the May 
sailings have already a good contin- 
gent reserve. No wonder the Allans 
have arranged to takevover the 11,000 | 
ton Romanic of the White Star liner 
rather than risk losing business while 
vad two new 18,000 tonners are build- 
ng. \ 

From all the signs one can observe 
Canada will receive an emigration far 
outnumbering that of any previous 
year. Indeed, it is not unlikely that 
the situation Australia faced last year | 
when there were not enough ships t 
carry the emigrants to the southern 
continent will be paralleled in the case 
of Canadian sailings. There are not 
enough available boats afloat for Can- 
adian passenger traffic, or the Royal 
line would be following the lead of 
the Allans, or chartering steamers to 
cope with the rush expected. 

Three things contribute to the ex- 
pected large emigration movement 
First the large number of successful 
settlers from Great Britain now in 
Canada proves a lodestone the value 
of which it is difficult to overestimate 
Then the arrival of Arthur Hawkes 
has given a fillip to emigration work 
and resulted in renewed activities. 
Lastly there is the concern of parente 
here who realize that Great Britain 
no longer offers opportunities for 
prosperous ‘careers for their children 
and that settlement in Canada invites 
success. Intelligence, not necessity, 
dictates their emigration, and they 
are leaving this country in ever in- 
creasing numbers. 


ASQUITH REPLIES TO CRITICS 


Declares That Home Rule Must Pre- 
cede House of Loris Reform in 
House 

London, England.—The amendment 
to the address in rcply to the Speech 
from the Throne, move in the House 
of Commons was rejected by a vote 
of 324 to 231. It was alleged that the 
government had not fuifilled its pledg- 
es to reconstruct the House of Lords. 

In summing up for the Government 
Premier Asquith declared that there 
was no truth in the statements of the 
Opposition that pledges nad been giv. 
en that the reconstitution of the House 
of Lords should precede Home Rule. 
The proper time for that, he said, was 
not before, but after the settlement 
of the Irish question. A scheme for 
reforming the second chamber would 
be submitted during the lifetime of 
the present parliament, but an ideal 
system of representative democratic 
government would necessitate not 
only the reconstruction of the Hou 
of Lords but an alteration of the 
whole base of representation in the 
House of Commons. 


AVIATOR TRIES TO CROSS LAKE 


Earl Sandts Machine Turns Turtle and 
He Walks to Shore 


Erie, Ont.—Earl Sandt, a young 
aviator, the first birdman to fly over 
the Great Lakes from the United 
States to Canada, came to grief ten 
miles out on the lake Northeast Pa., 
while attempting a return flight to the 
American shore. 

While high in the air and twenty 
miles east of his course, the engine 
of his biplane stopped. For a time 
he glided towards the  ice-covered 
lake, but suddenly the machine turn- 
ed turtle and he was buried uncon- 
scious in the wreckage. 

How long he remained in this con- 
dition Sandt does not know. When 
he recovered he was titerally saturat- 
ed with blood from many cuts, Aided 
by a pocket compass Sandt walked 
ten miles to the American shore. He 
was found staggering along the shore 
by boys who were skating and later 
carried to a hotel and then a telephone 
message was sent to this city, Sandt 
is not seriously injured. 


LEGISLATION IN ALBERTA 


Next Summer Two Millions Will be! 


Spent on Telephones 


Winnipeg, Man.—Hon, A. L. Sifton, 
while in this city on his way to Ot- 
tawa discussed new legislation in the 
Province of Alberta. He says the 
next summer will see 2,000,000 spent 
on telephone lines, 3,000 miles of rur- 
al line, 500 miles of new long distance 
line and 700 miles additional to ex- 
isting circuits of long distance line 
being contemplated, . 

The Government has also arranged 
for 1,613 miles of new railway lines 
northwest, northeast and south.

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THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


LESSON IX.—FIRST QUARTER, FOR 
MARCH 3, 1912. 


Text of the Lesson, Mark i, 14-28, 
Memory Verses, 17, 17—Golden Text, 
Matt. ix, 37, 38—Commentary Pre- 
pared by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


According to the harmony of the 
gospels, it would seem that Jesus re- 
turned to wher. John was preaching, 
and as he cried on two different days, 
“Behold the Lamb of God!" two of 
John's disciples, Andréw and probably 
John, the brother of James, followed 
Jesus and spent some time with Him 
one day, after which Andrew found 
his brother, Simon, and brought him 
to Jesus, and the inference is that 
John brought his brother James. Then 
Jesus went into Galilee to Bethsaida, 


the city of Andrew and Peter, and 
called Philip to follow Him. After 
this Philip brought Nathanael and 
thus we see the first six disciples ac- 
cording to John i, 29-51. They seem 


o have received several calls before 
they left all to follow Him fully. The 
lesson today indicates a call to And- 
rew and Peter, as they were casting a 
net into the sea, and to James and 
John as they were in the ship with 
their father mending their nets. The 
account of this incident is found in 
Matt. iv, 18-22, as well as in our les- 
son verses from Mark. The incident 
of Luke v, 1-11, seems to have been 
wholly different and at a different 
time, At that time He used Simon’s 
boat as a pulpit and then filled both 
his boat and that of his partners 
James and John. with fishes. We must 
ever distinguish between Christians 
and disciples. A Christian is one who 
truly receives Jesus Christ as his 
Saviour and thus becomes a child of 
God, justified freely by His grace 
(John i, 12; Rom. iii, 24; v, 1). There 
are no degrees in salvation, for all 
who are in Christ are equally saved 
by His precious blood. He obtained 
eternal redemption for all, and all 
who receive the gift of God, which is 
eternal life, have it without money or 
works of any kind on their part. Dis- 
cipleship follows, and as it is so cost- 
ly to’ the believer few are willing to 
pay the price; hence the whole heart- 
ed disciples are comparatively few, 
and there are many degrees in dis- 
cipleship and many calls to obtain the 
few. See Luke xiv, 26, 27, 33; Matt. 
x, 37, 38; xvi. 24. Having saved us 
fully, freely, and forever, He desires 
us to be ever, only, all for Himself, 
His own special property, that He may 
lve his life in us and reveal Himself 
through us to the world (Ps, iv, 3; Tit. 
fi,.14, R.V.; Il Thess. iv, 10,11). The 
ministry of John the Baptist seems 
to have been very brief, and, having 
been imprisoned because hated by. a 
wicked woman, he was fn due time be- 
headed, and the Lord Jesus suffered 
it to be so, although He said that no 
greater was ever born of woman 
(Matt. xi, 11). We cannot understand, 
but we must have unbounded confi- 
dence in God. 


After John was put in prison Jesus 
began to preach the gospel of the 
Kingdom of God, urging men to re- 
pent and believe the gospel (verses 
14,15). Both John and Jesus and also 
the twelve preached that the kingdom 
was at hand, the kingdom plainly fore- 
told by all the prophets, a kingdom 
of peace and righteousness under a 
righteous king, before whom all kings 
will fall down and whom all nations 
will serve, Then shall the nations 
learn war no more, and from a right- 
eous Israel at the centre, with Jerus- 
alem as the throne of the Lord, the 
earth will soon be filled with the glory 
of the Lord (Isa. xxxii, 1, 17; ii, 4; 
Jer. iii, 17; Ps. Ixxii, 11). Truly it is 
worth while to follow such a leader 
through all trials to such a kingdom 
and to walk worthy of ft and Him 
(Matt. xvi, 27; I Thess, fi, 12; { Pet. 
v, 10). We may so know Him as to 
be blind and deaf to all but His face 
and His voice, and thus He will make 
us fishers of men to complete His el- 
ect chureh during this age of the post- 
ponement of the kingdom, because 
they said, “We have no king but 
Caesar.” “We will not have this man 
to reign over us.” . 


In the latter part of our lesson we 
find Him in the synagogue in Caper- 
naum on the Sabbath day and so 
teaching that all were astonished at 
His doctrine, for He taught with auth- 
ority. The words were not His but 
His Father's, for He said only what 
the Father had told Him to say (John 
xii, 49; xiv, 10; xvii, 8). Power be- 
longeth unto God, and where the word 
of a king is there is power (Ps. Ixii, 
12; Eecl. villi, 4). On the night of His 
arrest His two words “Il am” sent 
the Roman soldiers to the ground, for 
it was the same voice which said, “Let 
there be light” (Gen. i, 3). A demon- 
possessed man was in the synagogue, 
and the evil spirit knew Him and call- 
ed Him Jesus of Nazareth, the Holy 
One of God (verse 24), for the demons 
believe and tremble (Jas, fi, 19). It is 
not believing about Jesus Christ that 
saves, else all demons might be sav- 
ed, but it is submission to Him as 
God and the reception of Him as the 
Saviour of sinners. See how’ the 
demons confess what many intelligent 
religious people today refuse to be- 
lieve—that Jesus is God. They also 
believe in a place of torment into 
which He will cast tem at the ap- 
pointed time (Matt. viii, 29). This, 
too, is ridiculed by many, but as truly 
as this demon obeyed the voice of 
Jesus and came out of the man so will 
all people obey Him to whom He will 
say, “Depart from Me, ye cursed, into 
everlasting fire prepared for the devil 
and his angels” (Matt. xxv, 41).

LORD STRATHCONA “OS MeN 
Canadian High Commissioner to London 


In 1838 a young Scotch boy of eighteen, named Donald A. Smith, entered 
the service of the Hudson Bay Co. He had been educated for the Civil Ser- 
vice in India; but the sturdy life of hardship, the rigorous,- close, hand-to 
hand battle with fate, somehow appealed to him more than the easier and 
more enervating life of the Orient. 

For thirteen years he labored on the hard Labrador ceast, where the 
climate was inhuman, the monotony insurmountable, the loneliness appal- 
ling, and promotion seemed slower than the movement of a glacier. But 
young Smith made his record, and in this rough training-school learned self- 
reliance, courage, self-conquest, prudence and shrewdness among the soll- 
tudes, and a sureness of judgment. He learned to conquer obstacles and to 
laugh in triumph at them. In 1869 he had gradually risen to the post of 
resident-governor—the supreme possibility under the Hudson Bay Co. 

Yhen the Federation decided to take over the title of the company, they 
net an obstacle in the opposition of the Metis, the halfbreeds of the plains, 
who rose in rebellion under the leadership of the fanatic Louis Reil. In this 
extremity Donald Smith was recognized, and his courage, tact and wisdom 
aided in cutting the Gordian knot of disagreement. He at once became the 
most powerful man of the Northwest, and a year later was elected to the 
House of Commons. Then came the fierce battle against the corruption, 
bribery, and Governmental incompetency in building the great railroad con- 
necting the oceans, and later the organizing of the company, headed by Mr. 
Smith (the future Lord Strathcona) and his co sin, Lord Mount Stephen, 
that built the magnificent railroad on the ruins of the Government’s hopeless 
failure. Lord Strathcona’s financial ability, his organizing power, his genius 
to inspire others to see and to realize his visions, carried the day; and aa 
J. J. Hill says, “the one person to whose efforts and confidence in the growth 
of our country, our success in early railroading is due, is Lord Strathcona.” 

He received his first imperial honor in 1886 and in 1897 was raised to 
the neerage. His manifold duties defy cataloguing; as financier, statesman, 
philanthropist, and in various other fields he has been pre-eminent. and like 
all really great men has retained his simplicity through it all. To-day, at 
the ace of seventy-five, he is Canadian High Commissioner in London, a most 
exacting position, and his marvelous knowledge of Canadian affairs and his 
ot or unique qualities would make it impossible to replace him.
